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WORLD  SUGAR  SUPPLIES  PLENTIFUL  IN  1981/82  t/

SUMMARY 

The  USDA's  first  estimate  of  1981/82  world  sugar  production  put  the  crop  at  a 
record,  95.8  million  metric  tons,  and  up  10  percent  from  tl^e  reyiseo  estimate 
of  86.7  million  tons  for  1980/81.  Assuming  a  world  consumption  offtake  of  92 
million  tons  during  the  year,  this  would  indicate  a  stock  buildup  of  almost  4 
million  tons.  Based  on  the  latest  supply  and  distribution  calculations,  world 
sugar  stocks  totaled  about  21.3  million  tons  at  the  end  -of  1980/81.  An 
increase  of  3.8  million  tons  would  boost  the  stock  level-  to  almost  25.1 
million  tons  at  the  end  of  1981/82,  or  about  27  percent  of[  annual  consump- 
tion. Of  course  the  lower  prices  that  now  prevail  could'r  result  in  even 
further  consumption  increases  but  this  is  not  yet  evident  ine  the  -information  '-< 
available. 

The  12-cent  price  of  early  November  was  a  significant  turnaround  from  a  year 
earlier.  While  it  was  expected  that  the  development  of  the  1981  beet  crop  in 
Europe  would  have  an  important  effect  on  prices  as  the  year  progressed,  most 
did  not  see  the  rapidity  of  the  drop  after  April.  It  was  then  that  the 
European  Community  (EC)  adopted  an  aggressive  export  approval  policy  ap- 
parently promptea  by  reports  that  the  1981  beet  crop  would  be  a  big  one.  The 
EC's  export  "restitution"  payment  on  refined  sugar  gradually  rose  to  the 
equivalent  of  more  than  13  cents  a  pound  in  mid-September. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  is  meeting  in  mid-November  with  two  major 

issues  before  it:   (1)  the  fate  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  after 

December  31,  1982,  when  it  is  schedulea  to  expire,  and  (2)  the  annual  price 
review. 


PRICES 


World  raw  sugar  prices  (#11  N.Y.  spot)  reached  a  low  of  about  10,5  cents  on 
September  17  and  although  they  have  recovered  a  little  since  then,  further 
significant  increases  seem  unlikely  unless  the  1981/82  cane  crop  does  not  come 
in  as  presently  forecast.  Of  course,  the  European  beet  crop  is  not  yet  in  and 
things  could  still  go  wrong  there,  but  by  and  large  it  appears  the  crop  will 
be  a  big  one. 


PRODUCTION 


In  North  America,  a  6.5  percent  increase  in  sugar  production  is  expected  in 
1981/82.  The  biggest  increase  is  forecast  for  Cuba  which  is  put  at  6.8 
million  tons,  compared  with  a  revised  estimate  of  6.4  million  for  1980/81. 
Production  also  is  forecast  to  be  up  in  the  United  States  with  the  biggest 
increase  coming  in  cane  production.  Mexican  production  also  should  be  up 
although  production  targets  may  not  be  met.  Imports  of  more  than  half  a 
million  tons  will  again  be  needed.  Guatemala  continues  to  expand  its  acreage 
in  cane.  The  sugar  output  level  in  1981/82  is  forecast  to  be  up  about  40  per- 
cent over  1979/80. 

In  South  America,  Brazil  has  set  a  target  of  8.6  million  tons  of  sugar  for 
1981/82.  Damage  to  this  crop  from  a  July  frost  is  said  to  have  been 
negligible  with  any  losses  largely  offset  by  higher  acreage  in  the  state  of 
Sao  Paulo.  However,  potential  1982/83  output  may  have  been  affected.  Alcohol 
production  in  1981/82  is  forecast  at  4.3  billion  liters,  compared  with  4.07 
billion  in  1980/81.  Domestic  consumption  and  exports  of  alcohol  have  slacked 
off,  however,  ana  this  may  result  in  a  slowaown  in  the  expansion  program.  In 
Argentina,  the  acreage  of  cane  harvested  is  expected  to  drop  in  1981/82  due  to 
the  lower  prices  that  have  prevailed.  As  a  result,  sugar  production  is 
forecast  to  be  down.  This  appears  to  be  one  of  the  few  places  in  the  world 
where  that  will  be  the  case  this  year.  In  Peru,  a  sizable  increase  is 
projected  as  that  country  seeks  to  recover  from  the  dry  weather  and  other 
serious  problems  that  have  affected  the  industry  in  recent  years.  It  is  still 
expected  that  some  imports  will  be  needed,  however. 

The  European  Community  will  show  one  of  the  largest  increases  in  output  in 
1981/82  as  production  is  projected  to  be  up  almost  15  percent.  The  biggest 
increases  will  come  in  France  (up  21  percent)  and  West  Germany  (up  12  percent) 
to  5.1  and  3.4  million  tons,  respectively.  Total  EC  output  is  forecast  at 
14.7  million  tons,  compared  with  12.8  million  in  1980/81. 

Elsewhere  in  Western  Europe,  Spain  is  continuing  its  comeback  from  two  poor 
production  years.  However,  imports  of  about  100,000  tons  will  again  be  needea. 

In  Eastern  Europe,  Poland's  crop  is  expected  to  be  the  best  in  years. 
Yugoslavia  also  looks  to  one  of  its  biggest  crpps  ever,  following  a  14-percent 
increase  in  area  planted.  The  Soviet  Union  is  suffering  another  year  of  poor 
output.  The  USDA  estimate  is  for  a  crop  of  7.1  million  tons  basea  on  a  beet 
crop  estimate  of  77.5  million  tons.  Procurement  is  forecast  to  be  up  a  bit 
from  last  year.  It  is  early  in  the  processing  season,  however,  and  there 
could  still  be  significant  changes  in  the  situation.  Whatever  the  final  pro- 
duction figure,  it  is  expected  that  significant  quantities  of  sugar  will  need 
to  be  imported  although  these  may  not  be  sought  until  later  in  the  crop  year. 

Production  in  Africa  will  be  up  some  11  percent  in  1981/82  as  South  Africa 

recovers  from  its  drought  witn  an  increase  of  22  percent  over  1980/81.  Among 

the  smaller  producers,  Swazi lane  and  Zimbabwe  continue  to  steadily  expand 
production. 
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CORRECTION 

World  Sugar  Supplies  Plentiful  in  1981/82 


The  table  appearing  on  page  10  entitled  "Sugar,  Centrifugal  (Raw  Value):  Imports 
by  Specified  Countries,  Annual  1979  and  1980"  is  in  error  and  should  read  "Sugar, 
Centrifugal  (Raw  Value):  Exports  by  Specified  Countries,  Annual  1979  and  1980  " 


In  Asia,  the  big  increase  is  forecast  to  come  in  India  where  production  is 
estimated  to  be  up  more  than  one  and  a  half  million  tons.  Part  of  this  is  an 
increase  of  about  250,000  tons  in  khandsari  production.  This  is  a  cen- 
trifugal product  but  is  not  produced  in  the  large,  more  modern  mills.  The 
area  planted  to  sugarcane  is  forecast  to  be  up  10  percent  to  3.15  million 
hectares  in  1981/82,  although  about  40  percent  of  the  total  sugarcane  produced 
will  be  used  for  the  non-centrifugal  "gur"  production. 

Elsewhere  in  Asia  production  is  expected  to  be  up  in  Indonesia,  the 
Philippines  and  Thailand.  Output  is  also  moving  upward  in  China.  The 
estimate  for  1981/82,  3.36  million  tons,  is  up  almost  40  percent  from  that 
produced  two  years  ago  in  1979/80.  China  produces  both  beets  and  cane  and 
both  sectors  are  expanding.  Cane  is  the  source  of  most  of  the  sugar  --  about 
79  percent  of  the  total.  Two  years  ago  the  cane  sugar  portion  was  86  percent, 
so  beet  production  has  been  expanding  faster  than  cane. 

Australia's  production  is  forecast  at  3.55  million  for  1981/82  in  spite  of 
some  labor  problems  during  tne  harvest  season.  The  1981/82  figure  is  20  per- 
cent above  the  2.97  million  tons  producea  in  1979/80  ana  5  percent  above  the 
1980/81  figure. 

Of  the  worldwide  production  estimate  of  95.8  million  tons  forecast  for 
1981/82,  cane  sugar  accounts  for  59.7  million  (62  percent),  while  the  beet 
sugar  portion  is  36.1  million  (38  percent). 

INTERNATIONAL  SUGAR  AGREEMENT 


The  International  Sugar  Agreement's  (ISA)  "prevailing  price"  for  raw  sugar 
fell  back  into  its  target  range  in  early  March  (the  first  time  since  March  a 
year  earlier),  and  remained  within  that  range  almost  6  months  before  dropping 
through  the  bottom  of  the  range  (13  cents)  in  mid  September.  While  prices 
were  within  the  range,  various  actions  were  triggered  which  were  meant  to  stem 
the  falling  prices.  These  actions  were: 

At  21  cents  importing  members  were  required  to  start  limiting  imports 
from  non-members  to  75  percent  of  those  in  a  base  period.  (On 
September  16  when  the  price  went  below  13  cents,  this  quantity  was 
lowered  to  55  percent  of  imports  in  the  base  period). 

At  16  cents  ISA  export  quotas  were  reirnposed.  However,  those  quotas 
were  not  retroactive  so  a  country  could  still  export  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year  an  amount  equal  to  its  entire  1981  quota, 
regardless  of  what  it  had  shipped  earlier  in  the  year. 

When  prices  passed  the  15-cent  mark,  the  global  quota  was  cut  5  per- 
cent but  this  cut  was  restored  thirteen  days  later  when  prices 
temporarily  strengthened. 
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After  that,  prices  remained  in  the  13  to  17  cent  range  for  some  time 
and  the  International  Sugar  Organization  (ISO)  refrained  from  any 
action  until  prices  went  below  13  cents  on  September  14.  The  global 
quota  was  then  cut  the  maximum  of  15  percent.  However,  all  this  was 
largely  bookkeeping,  since  no  indiviaual  country's  quota  can  be  lower 
than  85  percent  of  its  Basic  Export  Tonnage  (BET).  For  most 
countries,  85  percent  of  the  BET  is  more  than  annual  quotas  as  cal- 
culated from  the  global  quota.  Thus,  5-percent  increases  and 
reductions  will  have  a  real  effect  on  individual  quotas  only  when  the 
global  quota  is  more  than  85  percent  of  total  BET's. 

On  July  1,  the  ISO's  stock  fund  fee  on  all  sugar  moving  between 
members  was  increased  to  $1.65  per  metric  ton  from  its  former  level 
of  50  cents.  This  was  due  to  the  anticipated  need  for  a  bigger  stock 
fund  since,  with  the  reimposition  of  quotas,  there  was  a  requirement 
for  exporting  members  to  start  builaing  stocks  once  again.  By  July 
1,  1982,  these  members  are  to  have  accumulated  40  percent  of  the 
target  reserve  stock  level,  or  about  1  million  tons. 

As  has  been  apparent,  the  efforts  of  the  ISA  to  hola  prices  within  the  target 
range  when  they  were  dropping  have  been  no  more  successful  than  the  efforts  to 
hold  prices  within  the  range  when  they  were  rising,  thus  pointing  out  one  of 
the  weaknesses  of  the  present  Agreement. 

In  mid-November,  the  annual  fall  meetings  of  the  ISO  will  get  underway  at  its 
headquarters  in  Lonaon.  Besides  usual  business,  there  will  De  three  subjects 
that  are  likely  to  get  special  attention. 

1.  An  annual  review  of  prices  (which  usually  brings  producer 
requests  for  an  increase  in  the  target  price  range). 

2.  Plans  beyond  1982.  This  Agreement  is  scheauled  to  expire  on 
December  31,  1982.  The  question  is  whether  to  extend  it  for  2  years, 
a  possibility  provided  for  in  the  Agreement  itself,  or  to  try  to 
negotiate  a  new  agreement  which  would  correct  some  of  the  weaknesses 
of  the  present  one. 

3.  Finally,  there  is  the  question  of  EC  membership.  Many  people 
feel  that  the  ISA  cannot  be  really  effective  without  the  EC  and  the 
sugar  it  represents.  Although  the  EC  has  recently  shown  more 
willingness  to  talk  about  the  possibility  of  joining,  it  remains  to 
be  seen  how  its  views  (and  its  sugar)  can  be  meshed  in  with  those  of 
the  present  membership. 

U.  S.  LEGISLATION 


The  pending  U.S.  farm  bill  may  well  affect  the  international  sugar  picture. 
The  Senate  version  of  the  bill  contains  provisions  for  a  sugar  program  while 
the  House  version  aoes  not.  At  the  present  time,  it  is  not  known  what  will 
come  out  of  the  House-Senate  conference  and  what  the  President  will  sign  into 
law.  However,  the  Senate  vote,  along  with  the  action  taken  in  September  to 
reimpose  a  1-cent  Section  22  import  fee,  plus  the  necessity  of  increasing  that 
fee  on  October  1,  were  enough  to  have  caused  concern  among  producing  countries 
that  sell  a  good  part  of  their  sugar  in  the  United  States.   These  countries 
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contend  that  if  a  support  program  such  as  described  in  the  Senate  bill  were  to 
be  accepted,  then  both  fees  and  duties  are  likely  to  be  increased  even  further 
in  order  to  protect  that  program.  This,  they  feel,  would  be  heavily  damaging 
to  their  economies. 

The  U.S.  Government  cannot  fully  respond  to  these  concerns  until  such  time  as 
the  Congress  passes  a  farm  bill  -  with  or  without  a  sugar  program  -  and  it  is 
signed  into  law. 

MOLASSES 

The  USDA's  estimate  of  molasses  output  in  1981/82  in  specified  countries  is 
33.7  million  tons,  up  almost  9  percent  from  revisea  1980/81  production  of  30.9 
million  tons. 

Costa  Rica.  Molasses  is  used  domestically  for  animal  feed  and  alcohol  pro- 
duction. During  the  coming  year  it  will  be  distributed  on  a  60/40  basis,  to 
animal  feed  and  alconol,  respectively.  Because  of  this  country's  desire  to 
expand  alcohol  output  for  use  in  automobiles,  no  exports  are  expected. 

Dominican  Republic.  Both  production  and  exports  are  expected  to  be  up  in 
1981/82  as  an  effort  is  made  to  maximize  foreign  exchange  earnings.  Exports 
are  forecast  at  195,000  tons,  compared  with  180,000  tons  last  year. 

El  Salvador.  No  exports  are  expected  again  in  1981/82  due  to  continuing  lower 
sugar  output  and  the  needs  of  the  domestic  animal  feed  and  alcohol  industries. 

Guatemala.  Exports  of  150,000  tons  are  forecast  for  1981/82,  the  same  as  in 
1980/81.  Domestic  consumption  is  expected  to  be  up  to  89,000  tons,  almost  5 
percent  over  the  past  year. 

Mexico.  Exports  which  totaled  less  than  48,000  tons  in  1980/81  may  be  as  high 
as  70,000  tons  this  year.  This  is  still  far  below  the  440,000  tons  shipped  in 
1979/80,  due  largely  to  reduced  sugar  production,  but  domestic  consumption  is 
steadily  increasing. 

Argentina.  Both  production  and  consumption  of  molasses  will  be  down.  Also, 
the  quantity  going  into  alcohol  will  be  less  due  to  lower  prevailing  prices. 
Again,  no  exports  are  foreseen. 

Brazil .  Exports  auring  the  first  4  months  of  1981  totalea  395,000  tons, 
compared  with  831,000  in  all  of  1980.  The  biggest  market  for  Brazilian 
molasses  is  the  Netherlands,  followed  by  the  United  States.  Other  EC 
countries  also  take  sizable  quantities. 

Colombia.  The  liquor  industry  is  the  largest  consumer  of  Colombian  molasses 
accounting  for  about  60  percent  of  domestic  consumption.  Exports  of  about 
150,000  tons  go  almost  entirely  to  the  United  States. 

France.  Exports  decreased  in  1980/81  due  to  increasing  domestic  consumption. 
With  the  bigger  crop  in  1981/82,  however,  exports  are  forecast  to  be  up 
slightly  and  imports  to  be  down. 


West  Germany.  Due  to  higher  prevailing  prices,  imports  and  use,  especially  in 
animal  feed,  were  down  in  1980/81.  With  more  normal  prices  in  1981/82,  con- 
sumption should  be  up  somewhat. 

Greece.  Domestic  consumption  of  molasses  is  largely  in  the  form  of  alcohol, 
while  use  in  animal  feeds  accounts  for  about  20  percent  of  the  total.  During 
1980,  61,222  tons  were  processed  into  alcohol,  compared  with  80,922  tons  in 
1979.  No  imports  of  molasses  were  made.  Exports  totaled  10,000  tons  in  1981 
but  none  are  expected  in  1980. 

Netherlands.  This  country's  imports  of  molasses  were  down  considerably  to 
670,000  tons  in  1980/81,  but  are  expected  to  be  up  to  850,000  tons  in 
1981/82.  Exports  for  the  same  2  years  are  put  at  200,000  and  250,000  tons, 
respectively. 

Spain.  Imports  totaled  about  4,173  tons  in  1980/81,  down  from  16,100  tons  in 
1979/80.  A  further  drop  is  expected  in  1981/82.  Import  licenses  are  required 
for  molasses  as  well  as  for  sugar.  About  60  percent  of  Spain's  own  production 
goes  to  alcohol,  20  percent  to  yeast,  and  about  9  percent  to  animal  feed. 

Egypt.  Although  Egypt  is  an  importer  of  sugar,  it  is  an  exporter  of 
molasses.  Those  exports  have  been  declining,  however,  due  to  a  rapid  increase 
in  the  domestic  use  for  animal  feed  and  for  alcohol  production.  About  80,000 
tons  were  exported  in  1980/81,  compared  with  more  than  100,000  tons  in  1979/80. 

South  Africa.  Imports  of  about  55,000  tons  were  necessary  in  1980/81  to  meet 
consumption  needs  as  production  fell  off.  In  1981/82,  however,  output  should 
be  back  to  normal  and  exports  of  about  30,000  tons  are  expected. 

India.  Indian  exports  in  1980/81  were  nil,  compared  with  275,000  tons  in 
1979/80.  In  1981/82,  100,000  tons  are  forecast  to  be  shipped. 

Japan.  Imports  of  up  to  800,000  tons  are  needed  annually  to  satisfy  con- 
sumption needs.  Of  the  930,000  tons  consumed  in  1980/81,  about  40  percent 
went  into  animal  feed  and  31  percent  into  alcohol  production. 

Pakistan.  Little  molasses  is  consumed  domestically,  and  exports  have  risen 
from  214,000  to  330,000  tons  over  the  past  2  years.  An  export  duty  of  25  per- 
cent is  applied  on  such  shipments. 

Philippines.  Exports  totaled  468,000  tons  in  1980/81  and  are  expected  to  rise 
to  550,000  tons  in  1981/82.  Japan  was  the  major  destination  for  these  exports. 

Taiwan.  Reduced  consumption  of  only  305,000  tons  due  to  higher  prices 
resulted  in  a  stock  buildup  in  1980/81.  In  1981/82,  consumption  shoula  move 
back  toward  the  370,000  tons  used  in  1979/80. 

Thailand.  Exports  totaled  only  255,000  tons  in  1979/80,  recovered  somewhat  to 
280,000  tons  in  1980/81,  and  are  expected  to  jump  to  500,000  tons  in  1981/82 
as  sugar  production  recovers  from  the  drought-affectea  years  of  1979/80  and 
1980/81. 
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Austral ia.  Molasses  use  in  both  animal  feed  and  alcohol  production  are 
expected  to  be  down  in  1981/82.  As  a  result,  some  220,000  tons  of  molasses 
are  expected  to  be  available  for  export,  comparea  with  only  129,000  tons  in 
1980/81.
